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Anyone watching BBC 1's Grandstand programme on Boxing 
Day or reading the sports pages of the following morning's 
daily newspapers would have thought sport was totally 
exempt from the fuel crisis. The BBC's coverage of horse 
race meetings at Kempton Park and Wincanton showed 
nearly 100 competitors (well over 100 actually competed in 
both meetings), all of which arrived by means of unecon- 
comical horse boxes, and while queues of cars could be seen 
on television arriving at Wincanton, the promoters of the 
Kempton meeting were reported in the papers as being very 
pleased with the crowd attendance which was less than 1000 
down than normal despite the usual five special trains, each 
carrying around 800 people, not running owing to the rail 
dispute—all of which meant more people than usual 
actually attended by car! In addition the televised Rugby 
League match showed a very large crowd and it was reported 
that football attendances picked up remarkably over the 
Christmas period. 

All very rosy indeed, but a few seconds of Frank Bough's 
time on Grandstand was taken to say that the scheduled 
motor racing coverage from Brands Hatch had been cancelled 
‘owing to the fuel crisis. The irony of the situation is that the 
major reason for Brands being cancelled was that in this 
current period it was felt to be “ wrong” to run televised 
motor racing, yet the Boxing Day Grandstand programme 
showed that the opposite could have prevailed. What better 
way to show the public that the thriving motor sport industry 
can and must survive, by using similar or less amounts of 
fuel used in the other sporting events televised on Grand- 
stand? 

The Christmas period has culminated in a generally 
happier note for motor sport, however. The Arabs are to 
ease their restrictions; British panic petrol-buying is no 
longer in the news; France has lifted her ban on motor 
racing; a couple of major British racing car manufacturers 
have reported business being as good as usual; prospects are 
high for one of the most competitive Grand Prix seasons 
ever; and Motor Circuit Developments have this week 
announced a superb programme of events for their four 
circuits in 1974. 

But the threat is still there, and we must not become 
complacent. It must be emphasised more and more to the 
general public of Great Britain and the Government, the 
considerable importance of the motor sporting industry and 
the insignificant amount of fuel it needs to carry on. 
What could have been better therefore, then a well- 
constructed Boxing Day Brands broadcast showing exactly 
that? The Brands meeting may have been of little signifi- 
cance to the motor sporting industry in the races that were 
being run, but the amount of time allotted—at least two 
races were being televised live on Boxing Day's Grandstand 
and another two races were being recorded for the following 
Saturday's programme—could have contributed a great deal 
in showing the facts and proving the case for the unhindered 
continuance of motor sport. If the other sports of the 
Christmas period were being badly hit then yes, the cancel- 
lation of Brands would have been correct but when other 
sports were visibly not being affected at all, then we believe 
the RAC’s decision—against the wishes of Brands Hatch—

One of the problems in attracting the non- 
fan is the complicated way our sport sounds 
to the outsider—it must be easier to explain 
chess than to simplify the many racing 
formulae; mind you, even after explaining 
them, it's hard to justify the need for so 
many! Here there seems to be a real need 
to break down motor racing terms and ex- 
pressions into simple every-day language— 
how about a regular spot on “ Wheelbase” 
or " Drive-in "— or even that weekly MOTOR 
RACING PROGRAMME which our new Sales 
Promotion Officer will get for us! 


By now, having publicised and explained 
it all, we can assume that we are getting 
‘much’ larger crowds at the meetings and thea 
we must bring our presentation up to modern- 
day standards with slicker programmes, 
something more happening between races 

we commentators reading out results, 
standby entertainment for those unavoidable 
delays caused when there are a lot of cars 
to tow back after a race, and most of all 
the promotion of more ‘personalities. Not 
just the few Grand Prix stars, but more 
drivers even down to club level—after all, 
footballers in the third division are “ names" 
in that sport—yet the F3, F Atlantic and 
even F5000 champions are ‘unknown to any- 
one outside the regular fans! Some of the 
blame for this must fall on the drivers them- 
selves. Many fail to appreciate the importance 
‘of promotion and can’t be bothered to fill 
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Purely personal 


in their commentator'’s information sheets— 
yet this is probably the starting point for any 
river's promotion. They soon realise it when 
they have reached the top and become Mark 
McCormack customers ! 


We started doing startline interviews a few 
seasons ago, but found that time never seemed 
available, and Bell Star helmets also made 
talking difficult for the drivers, yet I'm 
sure we were on the right lines, so why 
don't we make time to talk to drivers with- 
out their helmets. How about a radio mike 
so that we can interview the winner whilst 
he’s riding around on the back of the circuit 
Capri. no extra time needed there ! 


We may not quite want the American 
“Rab! Rah! Rah!” but surely we can learn 
something from the way they promote; for 
instance, Indianapolis. The method must be 
Fight for them to pack the stadium on 
qualifying days with a huge crowd there 
to watch Just one car at a time!! 


The 1973 season saw at least two very 
good moves in the right direction; firstly 

completely new and very good idea, the 
elisport Mexico Celebrity races. I felt that 
this was a brilliant new approach which came 
off more often than not and seemed very 
popular with the crowds. Unfortunately, some 
Of the more experienced drivers caused more 
than enough body damage, but this can 
be curbed I trust, and who knows, the next 
move might be to put 20 one-make single- 
seaters into use, 


Not completely new, but nevertheless much 
more developed than in previous years, were 
the special Celebrity days: Radio Luxembourg, 
Dee Jay and TV Times races. All. thess 
meetings, especially the latter, gave motor 
racing some. tremendous advance publicity 
and, together with the attending stars, en- 
sured 

10,000 at meetings which, without the 
would normally have been a couple 
thousand people. I feel that this Is one of 
the methods needed to attract new crowds, 
and make them want to come again. The 
only improvement for this year would be to 
link one or two of these star days to slightly 
better motor racing fixtures 


Don't learn the 
wrong way 


Vm sure that a programme of short races 
on the short circuit at Brands is the best 
possible introduction to newcomers to the 
sport. How many times have prospective fans 
made an International meeting their “ christ- 
ening” and, after standing craning their necks 
‘on the wrong bank at the wrong circuit, gone 
away complaining that they only saw ‘a car 
flash by every now and then! No, when 
1 talk to anyone thinking of going motor 
racing for the first time, I always recommend 
a club or championship meeting at Brands, 
Mallory or Lydden. That's why I think the 
new shorter circuit at Snetterton will be a 
great move in the right direction. After all, 
we know that some races get strung out 
and can be painfully dull, but the chances 
are very good for at least some of a seven 
or eight race programme to be exciting. I 
Know that the real enthusiast, and I hasten to 
add that I'm one, loves to see records broken, 
but does it really matter to the majority? 
Surely a very close dice featuring two, three 
or more cars, is much more exciting than 
one car “hairing” off into the distance to 
break the lap record yet again. 1 have vivid 
recollections of a Mini race at Brands a 
few seasons ago which, due to all kinds of 
dramas, saw only four cars come to the start- 
ing grid! I personally thought. privately, 


this is going to be a drag." but how wrong 

1 was — a l0-lap all sideways scrambling 
tussle ensued, and even after one car ex- 
pired at about half distance, the remaining 
trio kept up the nail-biting battle to the finish 
Obviously, this type of race is more likely 
fon short cireuit races, and helps very much 
to bring back the caual visitor.

His John Player Special—de Lotus 72—has 


completed four full seasons of Grand Prix racing, In which it has won 17 World Cham-

‘which Lotus drivers failed to win a single 


Prix—the Lotus 72/3PS has carried Emerson Fittipaldi and Jochen Rindt to two 


Drivers" Championships, and won for the marque three World Constructors’ titles. 


John Bolster in his technical appraisal for 
Aurosrorr of the Lotus 72 upon its Introdue- 
tion at Hethel In April 1972, made some 
sound observations which carry ax much 
Weight now as they did then, Sald Uolste 


‘The intention is that the chassis shal 
be the most advanced in Formula 1 racing 
that the body shall offer the lowest drag, and 
that the machine shall be built down to the 


minimum weight limit. The car is not notable 
for technical innovations, for most of its 
advanced features have appeared previously, 


bur their combination into one car adds up 
to the most truly modern design in GP racing 
today.” 

‘Colin Chapman describes this combination 


fas his “package,” a collection of ideas that

Whatever under braking 
The Tyrrell's lack of 
circults like Interlagos, 
Osterreichring points to some fundamental 
weakness in its concept. “Until you've put 
‘all together as a package,” says Chapman, 
you Won't get the true benefit 
The fact that the Tyrrells have won cham- 
pionships in the years when Lotus failed to 
it points to Tyrrell’s great strength—his 
y to get bis drivers across the finishing 
Tine without major drama. This is something 
which Chapman and his men have only com 
paratively recently managed to achieve with 
any great consistency

And there is no_getting away from the 
fact that the Lotus 72 built up an undesirable 


reputation for fragility in its early days 
‘There is no doubt about it, Chapman 
achieved his breakthrough in design,” says 


Gold Leaf Team Lotus driver John Miles 
“The light steering, the way the wheels fol- 
lowed the road, and’ the traction . .. but there 
was an endless string of little failures. Even- 
tually, 1 suppose, it was these which made 
me leave Formula 1 racing.” 

Indeed, it is astonishing that the 72 should 
have won so many races so quickly, for it 
underwent what amounted to a complete 
“re-think in the suspension department 
after Its first two races. At Jarama, in pracy 
tice for the Spanish GP, Rindt suffered a 
failure which disconnected the front. brake 
shalt from its inboard disc with unpleasant 
Consequences. Failure of a brakeshaft on one 
Side naturally leaves the brakes fully opera- 
tional on the other, and the result can only 
be Imagined by ordinary mortals such as our- 
selves, who aren't in the habit of slowing 


ast season, 


from 150 mph to 50 mph in the space of 
few yards 

This failure was quickly traced to a heat 
resistant coupling at the inboard end of the 
Griveshaft, designed to prevent heat built 
up in the’ inboard disc from getting into the 
universal joints where it would have the 
unwelcome effect. of melting the joint’s 
lubricating grease. The difficulty of isolating 
the heat built up in the disc from the 
adjacent universal joints has led to. some 
ingenious solutions over the years, beginning, 
with the famous "hairdryers" which were 
Placed over the brake vents whenever the 
cars stopped in the pits throughout 1970 and 
1971. Ventilated discs, improved ducting and 
—the ‘final answer—" strap drive" discs 
attached to their hubs by a complicated sort 
Of bieycle chain linkage have now solved the 
dificulties, and given Lotus an enviable lead 
in the use of inboard disc brakes. 

But while the Jarama brake problems were 
soluble without too much. dificulty, the 72 
Wwas ih deep, deep mite after the Silverstone 
Trophy race a week later. The drivers simply 
couldn't cope with the reactions of the car 
through the long Silverstone sweeps, where 
the suspension characteristics of " anti-squat ” 
(in the front) and "anti-dive” (rear) ‘made 
them well-nigh uncontrollable. Maurice 
Phillippe blames himself for not dissuading 
Chapman from adopting this feature, since 
it had been tried—and rejected—by Cooper 
some years previously, 

Peter Warr maintains to this day the anti- 
squat/dive principles are desirable. “The 
problem at Silverstone was that it induced 
& diagonal jacking effect, with the inside 
Wheel trying to force the chassis up off the 
ground. But the car still has a very consider 
ble ‘amount of athdive in it today. four 
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‘The necessary modifications—reverting to 
parallel suspension—were taken immediately 
after Silverstone, Sterling work was put in 
by Lotus’ development shop and the 
fabricators, who'd just finished a complete 
build programme of suspension parts and 
monocoques, and now found themselves faced 
with a complete rebuild, Peter Warr praised 
them very highly: “I remember that they 
compressed the parallel suspension conver- 
sion programmed eight weeks down 
fo five actual, virtually cutting off 80 per cent 
by the hours they were working to get the 
cars converted 

Rindt meanwhile went back to the Lotus 
49 for Monaco, where he put on one of his 
greatest drives’ to second place which 
became first on the last corner ‘when Jack 
Brabham all but drove into the living rooms 
‘of 30 million people watching on Eurovision 
‘This immediately put Rindt into the running 
for the World Championship, and revived his

‘A team of weary mechanics arrived in time 
for final practice at Spa with one 72 fully-

Monza tragedy 


The circumstances of the accident which 
cost Rindt's life are not well known. His 
death "Team Lotus Imo a despondency 
from which they took many months—possibly 
as long as a year—to recover, and the 
emotions in Austria were so strong that the 
Lotus dealer in Vienna found bricks coming 
through his showroom window. 

People who have been blamed for a fatal 
accident—as Team Lotus personnel were after 
Monza—are nevertheless hesitant to leap to 
their own defence for fear of accusations that 
they are making excuses. In the past three 
years, however, 1 have spoken to most of 
the people around Jochen Rindt at the time of 

th, and only one of them Is persuaded 
that a broken front brakeshaft sent Rindt 
to his death, An official enquiry in Italy 
conducted under circumstances that led one 
to doubt its competence, and its findings 
have now been set aside. Only now can the 
Monza accident be discussed in clear ait. 

Peter Warr was the team's manager jointly 
with Dick Scammel (who has since left), and 
‘he knows that Jochen had scented a Hocken- 
heim-type victory over Ickx from the moment 
practice began at Monza, What he did nut 
Know was that Rindt and Ickx had almost 
tun each other off the road at Salzburgring 
in a minor F2 race the previous weekend. I 


was at Salzburgring, and 1 saw Ickx remon- 
Strate with Rindt about his attempts to cub 
Wheals with him down the fastest’ straights. 
Rindt, no Icke fan he, merely laughed, 

‘When Rindt went out for the last time ar 
Monza, be had remaved the last crace of wing 
from the car, and had geared it two ratios 
higher than ever before in top, to give an 
estimated top speed of more than 200 mph 
Tasked Peter Warr if this might have con- 
tributed to the crash, 

“After the accident, we did some testing 
with Emerson Fittipaldi and Reine Wisell te 
Compare the (handling of) the car with wings 
and without wings. And there's no doubt 
‘about it, that if you don't make other changes 

like transferring. braking effort from one 
fend of the car to the other—then the car is 
Very unstable without wings, And the reason 
We have to believe that’ is that its main 
Instability seems to come from the front end.

Any additional 
Dumps or imperfections in the road surface 
‘would make the rate stiffer still, to the point 
Where it virtually goes * solid.” 

“Th our tests, both Emerson and Reine 
reported that the car Was excessively unstable 
lunder braking in those conditions: it weaved 
a lot and darted left and right. If you bear 
in mind that not only did Jochen have no 
wings on the car, but that he was also pulling 
@ very long gear—plus the facts that he 
hadn't altered his braking ratio to compensate 
for the lack of downthrust, and he had a set of 
very new and unscrubbed tyres—then the car 
was probably in as unstable a condition as 
It possible could have been at the point at 
whlch he started to brake for the corner where 
he crashed. 

Rindt cannot fail to have been aware of 
the perils implicit in running a racing car 
—any racing car—in a wingless condition, 
Tor Pirestone had warned other drivers of 
the risks as early as Spa that year, after some 
had attempted to gain top speed ‘by running

Among them, 
and wearing Gold Leaf overalls, was the car's 
designer Maurice Phillippe. Now working in 
the ‘comfort of a California climate on Par- 
‘elli Jones’ USAC cars, Phillippe was never. 
theless cagey about being “put in the 
witness box.” as he put it. His evidence i 
however, entirely relevant. 

“| did a full write-up of what 1 really 
thought happened at the accident, because 1 
went to Monza to see the damage to the 
car, and to try to plece together something 
‘of what had actually happened.” 

What Phillippe found in Italy was that a 
brakeshaft had indeed broken. "But the 
particular shaft that broke would never have 
Caused the car to go in the direction in which 
it went (assuming a broken shaft caused the 
accident), From that point of view we know 
it wasn't that (a broken shaft) which was 
the cause. And running the cars without 
wings does inevitably make cars considerably 
more unstable. There's certainly nothing like 
the steadying aerodynamic influence which 
the effect of the wings produces. 

“1 wasn't at Monza when Rindt was 
killed," adds Phillippe, “but I know that 
Jochen himself was commenting... 1 know 

nics’ comments were that he'd said 
Ws spooky." Even $0, it's very 
difficult in this sort of accident to plece 
Together exactly what happened, even with 
film clips and photos . . . these only give You 
certain indications. In accident investigation 
ies very difficult to determine exactly what 
went first.” 

‘What we do know of the accident is that 
the car spun ata speed not far from its 
maximum, just inside the braking area for 
the Paraboitca or (as it's sometimes known) 
the Curvetta. According to Phillippe's investi 


gations, the car then hit one of the staun- 
Chions supporting the armco barrier, spun 
through 180 degrees until it_was heading 
backwards, whereupon the right front wheel 
Was forced under the barrier ata point 
Where there was a hollow in the ground, 

“The wheel caught on the next staunchion 
and took this (the left) clean off, com: 
plete with the shaft and the ends of the 
Wishbones, The wheel remained there, and 
the car slammed on to the rail and’ then 
slammed on straight down the road." 

‘So far, the evidence points to an impact 
failure Gf the driveshaft, thus confounding 
certain evidence hostile to Lotus. It would, 
fone thought, have been simple enough for 
the Italians ‘to release the broken parts for 
examination by a qualified person. Unhappily, 
Ttalian law does now not work like that, and 
the so-called "expert called by the Malian 
committee investigating the accident has 
‘Qualifications which leave some doubt 

The only evidence offered to Lotus has 
been a series of photographs of the wreckay 
but even these constitute useful evidence 
Lotus in turn sent the pictures to the makers 
of the shaft, whose report confirms the 
“impact theory of Breakage, “It appears to 
be a classic "bird's mouth’ failure,” said 
Warr, “ie, one that comes from it being 
bent ‘rather than it failing torsionally.”

Changes for 1971 


Throughout the long life of the Lotus 72, 
there have been very few obvious external 
changes. But the staggering advances in tyre 
technology of the past few years have been 
quickly exploited by Lotus, and in return 
Firestone (1970-1972) and’ now Goodyear 
(1973) have responded by using the 72 and 
lis talented drivers for a large part of their 
tyre test programme 

It_ was the introduction of low profile 
Firestone tyres for 1971 that led to th 
abandonment of the intriguing "Red Baron 
three-tier wing, which was merely Maurice 
Phillippe’s ingenious solution to the problem 
of getting as much wing as possible to fit in 
the space behind the rear wheels and under 
the maximum height permitted by the regul 
tions. Nowadays, they've learned to hang the 
wing as far as it will go behind the gearbox, 
although the 1974 rules will restrict this 
freedom, 

‘Monocoques were reclad in heavier 16- 
gauge alloy for 1971, as decreed by CSI regu- 
lations, and in 1973 they were “deform 
balised™ by Martin Waide, who took over at 
the pencils when Phillippe left at the end of 
1971. The car had always had a neat airbox 
with side ram tubes to feed the fuel injection 
trumpets, but Warr always suspected that

‘The quest for reliability has been largely 
‘achieved, in spite of the car's complexity, for 
the mechanics under Gordon Coppuck (1970 
and 1971) and Eddie Dennis (1972 and 1973) 
have learned the tricks of the 72. Its com- 
plexity even thas a bonus, especially in matters 
‘Of suspension and soring adjustment. A 
Lotus mechanic can alter such things as ride 
height, spring tension and other details of 
chassis trim with little more than a few

"Yet the car contains no exotic materials 
like the titanium found on a BRM or a Shadow.

Ex-Lotus 
employees like Bob Sparshott of BS Fabrica- 
tions make wishbones, fabricated uprights 
‘and the tike, while the front frame—reputed 
to have more work in it than a complete 
Lotus 69 chassis—comes from Arch Motors.

This doesn't always serve Lotus’ best 
interests, as Peter Warr points out, “The 
reason the car's so good is in its ability to 
transfer its power, its braking and. its 
cornering through 10 the road.

“'T suppose the nicest compliment I've ever 
‘heard about the car came from Jacky Tckx 
when he drove it for the first Ume recently 
at Ricard. He did @ few laps, then came in 
and said ‘It's fantastic: the comfort of the 
fide and the tightness of the steering are 
just out of this world” Then he said, "The 
‘most fantastic thing for me is the accelera- 
tion.’ Now I thought this was a bit peculiar, 
coming from a guy who's supposed to hav 
had 480 bhp in ‘his Ferrari, while the rest 
of us have only got 450.

Spectator appeal is dropping. What would 
you do as an event organiser to take steps 
to get the crowds back? 

First. and most important we have got 
to have four-abreast autocross. This is quite 
acceptable, I think, to at least 90 per cent of 


the drivers. Secondly, 1 would need to get a 
Sponsor to be able to offer more in the way of 
prize money to be sure of getting the best 
Grivers and my third major consideration would 
be to localise the series and not have events 
every weekend in different parts of the 
Country. 1 would like to see perhaps four 
venues used in rotation and in this way 1 
think there would be greater interest from 
the local press and in consequence greater 
Interest for the spectator 

‘On the question of four-abreast I'm afraid 
there are ‘not too many clubs that I know 
about anyway who are capable of mounting a 
successful event on these lines. 
There has been a dearth of sports cars in 
the BT&RDA Championship for at least (wo 
years now. Should this class be scrubbed 
fand rally cars brought in? 
No. I don’t think there is a national shortage 
‘of sports cars. There are certainly very few 
competitors inthe Midlands but elsewhere 
the picture is different, I agree there is only 
fone ‘current sports car and it is virtually 
impossible to beat it, If you bring in rally 
cars 1 foresee a lot of trouble. Rally drivers 
don't get on very well with the men from 
autocross and besides which there would not 
be any variety for all good rally cars these 
days are Ford models anyway which would 
be boring. I think the sports car class must 
remain as it is at present and that includes 
Teaving the question of splitting it by capacity 
for another year. 
‘Are there any up and coming drivers to 
wateh out for in 1974? 
Well, there are one or two who, in my 
opinion, will do very well, but I won't men. 
tion them by name as they will get big 
heads! Everyone will want to have a go at 
me because I'm the champion and I expect 
plenty of opposition not only in the class but 
also elsewhere. 
Finally, can you reveal anything about the 
1974 car which you are building ? 
T shall stay with a Mini, but 1 am hoping 
the car will be about 40 Ib lighter than the 
old one. It will be powered by a Nagspeed- 
prepared engine, again, but 1 don't have an 
idea of what the bhp will be at this stage 
because the engine hasn't been built yet. Ex- 
tensive use will again be made of fibreglass 
and aluminium and we are hoping it will 
turn the scales at around 5} cwt. Already, and 
this may act as a warning to everyone else, 
costs are rising all the time and it is going 
to be damned expensive to have a really 
competitive car in any class in 1974!

They have now had over a 
monih to draw up a finalised, though limited 
programme of mccor sport for 1974, which 
‘would at least enable the majority of the 
Industries connected with motor sport to. keep 
their heads above water, and the competitors 
to compete. Put across in the right way. che 
Government would surely have to consider it 
seriously. 

Soccer is working towards official Sunday 
play, which is a major breakthrough, and 
happily international show jumpers have at 
Teast been allowed their indoor competitions 
Using floodlights. Motor sport is just as 
important as both of these major sports 
Surely good leadership would have gained 
concessions for us. 

Our sport Is now fighting for survival. The 
RAC is not. The RAC's principal interests are 
{ts own paid up members and the Motor 
Sport Division is only a small part of a 
private club, whose interest in the survival of 
‘Our sport Is’ a secondary one. 

Perhaps the time may well now be right 
for the competitors and consteuctors to set 
up thelr own independent governing body 
to look after our interests in a professional, 
more involved and completely dedicated way.

The energy crisis in Britain this summer may 

serious enough to physically prevent motor 
‘aclag-tlong with muny ethos kntve specnator 
sports. There is very little that motor sport 
enthusiasts could do in this case except

is not that critical, most activities, including 
major sports, may'be able to continue with 
@ reduced consumption of energy. The thought 
that worries me is that, in this situation, the 
British Government may legislate a ban on 
motor racing as a token demonstration of 
sincerity, on the grounds that racing is 

legedly the most blatant waster of energy. 
We must do everything in our power to 
prevent such unjust discrimination. If the 
Government is forced to consider action of 
this kind, then they must ban all spectator 
sports and not just one. 

In the Interests of preserving our sport, 
1 think the editors and readers of AUTosroRT 
should act at once. I applaud the publication 
of John Webb's fuel figures in’ a recent 
issue, but I hope that more complete statistics 
fare available, I would like to see an estimate 
Of the amount of fuel used in one season 
by all the supporters of football, tennis and 
‘other sports compared with a similar figure 
for motor racing. How many people would 
lose their jobs as a direct result of the loss 
of racing? Would other sports have taken 
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steps to conserve energy? How much fuel 
will be used by all holiday Mights to warmer 
climates this year? I'm sure that you can 
think of a few more interesting figures. Per- 
haps these findings would carry more weight 
if they were endorsed by some respected 
independent organization.

Don’t spoil it 
for small clubs 


As an active supporter of two thriving, but 
relatively small motor clubs—West Suffolk 
and Peterborough—I was saddened to read 
Peter Bryant in Purely Personal and Peter 
Browning in the Robert Fearnall interview 
having a go at small clubs. 

In the. interview Browning quotes his 
strongly felt view that “no club should organ- 
ise any motor sport event unless it can 
provide from its own membership most of 
the competitors . . . senior officials .. . and 
marshals.” 


/ This is obviously a practical impossibility 
for most small clubs as, indeed, is the 
inference of his next comment citing “ basic- 
ally non-motor racing clubs" staging one race 
meeting a year. 

No small club can afford to concentrate 
exclusively on racing—it has to provide a 
cross-section of interest to attract. sufficient 
members to be viable. 

1 would also contest his suggestion that 
these very clubs would not appreciate 
BRSCC using their marshals and competitors, 
On the contrary, I think Mr Browning would 
find them only too willing to co-operate, thus 
bringing a better quality of sport to their 
area than they can themselves provide. 

In Purely Personal, Peter Bryant suggests 
that rallying could’ profit from “better 
organised and fewer clubs " promoting events 
with greater “ability to meet the needs of 
all the local motor sport enthusiasts "—a fact 
1 would strongly contest, since bigger does 
not always mean better. 

Although there is certainly a 
in what both these eminent 
sport say, if their thoughts were carried 
through into positive action, what would ther 
be left for the smaller clubs? A motor club 
‘cannot survive on film shows, autotests and 
sprints alone—even the last’ mentioned 1s 
becoming much more difficult. 

For many clubs the annual Silverstone 
‘meeting or single major rally of the year 
is the highlight of the calendar—take it away 
and what is left? However small the club 
Js, there must be some good major event 
in the calendar to attract and maintain the 
Interest of members. After all, these clubs 
are the grass roots of our sport and, if they 
collapse, so will a high percentage of support.

1 am sorry that the staff of Avrosronr 
generally against road rallying. It has obviously 
not taken the RAC motor sport division long 
to dupe a publication which should be doing 
its utmost to stave off the attacks on road 
rallying. 

This type of event is the very foundation of 
the sport in this country. Most drivers of 
any calibre originally started thelr careers 
with road events and the fact that most 
clubmen cannot afford to do "stage ” events, 
Entry fees to these are more. expensi 
the cost of preparation of a car for 
events is much higher and the chance of 
doing extensive damage greater. 

The frequency of stage evenis in most of 
the country bar Scotland is very low and 
likely to remain s0. The cost to most drivers 
south of the border in travel, time and 
distance makes regular participation in 
Scottish events prohibitive. 

Tt has been suggested that it is only a 
matter of time before a member of the public 
is seriously injured in the course of a road 
rally. Judging by the close proximity of 
spectators to the competing cars on special 
stages, the same criticism must surely be 
levelled. In fact, injury to an. unprotected 
person is likely to be greater. I have never 
Seen any spectators on night road events 
position themselves in places where they 
could be injured. 

Finally, in a recent television interview, 
Mr Delamont expressed the sentiment that 
the “RAC International Rally” could not 
be run without the support of motor clubs 
all over the country. The cornerstone of 
these clubs is night road rallying as it exists 
today.

The Green Paper 
Autosport’s view 


With rallying facing a pale and wane New 
Year, I thought it would be a good idea to 
uuse this Irregular feature to set down, for the 
record one might say, what AUToSsPonr’s att 
tude towards rallying (s at present. I would 
be less than honest if I didn't admit that this 


has been sparked off by the letter we pub- 
lished last week from Megan Lewis of the 
Teify Valley Motor Club. 1 read that letter 
several times to. make sure that I hadn't 


missed anything, for If Mrs Lewis Is correct, 
then Avrosront’s rally policy is far from 

Tam convinced that we and Mrs Lewis 
fare not as far apart as she supposes; the 
problem is that the Teify Valley MC organises 


Xs rallies too well and she cannot compre- 
hend that there exist’ many other rallies 
Whose standards are much lower. It is these 
that’ cause the problems and not the 
Cilwendeg. If you read the Green Paper you 


will find that its authors, who had access to 
the nationwide records of complaint against 
rallies, discovered that the majority of com 
plaints came from restricted rallies, run by 
RAC affiliated clubs, employing selective sec- 
tions. Evidently # ‘rally like the Cilwendeg 
whose organisers do their homework in such 
2 conscientious way causes no trouble, but 
ft falls into a category of rally which, con 
sidered as a whole, causes the largest number 
of complaints. 

What then should we do? The RAC Rallies 
Committee in thelr Green Paper have pro- 
posed all sorts of controls on rallying which, 
they believe, will bring all organisers into line 
with top class events such as are organised 
by Teify Valley MC. There are things In their 
proposals with which I, for one, would not 
Agree; for instance, I fear that “timing on 
‘sight ” Is a retrogressive step in that events 
0 organised have no challenge left for the 
‘driver at all as can clearly be seen on North 
‘American rallies, However, what we must all 
recognise, Mes Lewis included, ts that if we 
Teave the’ regulations covering road events as 
they are at the moment with so much left 
to the discretion and conscience of the indi 
vidual organisers, many bad rallies will be 
held and the wRimate result will be @ ban 
which will preclude even Teify Valley MC 
from running events. Frankly, I think that 
Peter Bryant touched on the heart of the 
problem a couple of weeks back when he 
Said that there are far too many motor clubs 
in this country who, for the price of an 
affiliation fee, are given the chance to run 
tallies. 1 would be far more optimistic about 
the future road rallying if I thought that only 
half a dozen clubs had the right to run 
rallies of restricted status in Wales and 
furthermore, that they should be Welsh clubs. 
Ris unheard of in any other country to let 
@ club from one part of the country run 
events In another, 

‘The RAC Rallies Committee don't have the 
imention to phase out road rallying but they 
do have the intention to reduce the number 
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of irresponsibly organised events. In that, 
Aurosront support them, for the danger is 
f complaints continue, all rallying may 
‘by crippling legislation of which that 


in the Green Paper is just the sip of 
the iceberg,

This 
js what our editorial meant by “more mean. 
ingful” for in the past it has been quite 
noticeable that those drivers who are suc 
cessful on road rallies have not then gone to 
Stage events and won them. Naturally we can 
throw names and results around all night 


and try and prove—or disprove—this point. 
but I cannot honestly say that I can think of 
any drivers who have made their mark in 
road rallying who have now moved fo stage 


rallying with equal success. Colin Malkin is 
probably the exception that proved the rule, 
Bur how many other road rally champions 
are to be feared when they come to a rally 
like the Manx Trophy ? 

‘Aurosrorr’s policy is to support stage rally 
Ing in order to get those drivers whose highly 
developed sense of competition enables them 
to ignore halt signs, double white lines, speed 
limits, black spots, and noise zones into a 
branch of rallying where such things do not 
help bring results and where the sheer desire 
for speed can be sublimated without en. 
dangering or upsetting the public. This should 
Yeave road rallying safe for the conscientious 
crews who enjoy, as 1 did, the challenge of 
following difficult route over difficult maps 
What we want to see is properly organised 
rallies of all kinds and it would be just as 
jad to have poor special stage events as it 
would to have poor road rallies, Mrs Lewis 
Js quite right when she says that there are 
tage events which cause complaints. The 
large number of service crews in the Esholt 
area during the RAC Rally fs but one example 
‘and this needs as much control as non-Road 
road rallies. 


No halt signs, speed limits or black spots for 


Avrosrort is not joining in any hunt to 
get road rallying exterminated but rather it is 


Tending its weight to anyone who can get 
the sport Into some kind of order. If thougtt- 
lessly organised rallies are endangering the 


sport, I would prefer to see them done away 
with which would leave us with events of 
the standard of the Cilwendeg. What should 
upset Mrs Lewis and thousands of other 
paying organisers and competitors is that no 
fone is coming along to throw the money 
lenders out of the temple. The Pharisees of 


our sport have permitted such acts to con- 
fine despite the fact that in 1969 there 
were complaints against 67% of the events 
authorised. Now four years later they have 


allowed their Rallies Committee to come up 
with the Green Paper which sets out quite 
fairly the position but lacks one incredible 
ingredient; & constructive suggestion, 


Tf we are to accept that the restrictions 
proposed in the Green Paper are essential 
fo protect road rallying from its less respon. 
ible organisers, then one must assume that 
& large proportion of the enthusiastic competi 


tors ‘will want to continue rallying. 

That may well mean special stage events, 
But where are we to get these stages? Be- 
cause of the totalitarian control of motor 


Sport, there is no possibility for clubs or, 
indeed, associations, to negotiate directly wit 
the Forestry Commission, No plans have been 


put in hand to press for road closures and, 
Tdeed, in those areas of the British main 
land where it was once possible to do just 
that, our governing body has ruled that this 
yeas far too progressive and stopped it. There 
Tra decided lock of vigour about the way 
ratiying Is being urged forward and all too 
many signs that it is being held back: 

I think that the days when we could run 


road rallies without let or hindrance are 
and we must reallge it, It is no good che 
for we are only cheating ourselves in the 
Tong run. We should still have road rallying 


but let's hope that closed roads and wider 
Forestry allocations will be occupying more 
and more of people's time so that rallying 
will now be saturating the Janes with over.

Barry Lee—the driver to 
break the Clark-barrier?

Barry Lee is the gold lamé suited extrovert character of rallyini

Barry Lee is one of the naturals—driving

Henry Taylor 
and Bill Meade invited Lee to Boreham to see 
the car code named J25—the ubiquitous 
Escort. Barry was to drive one in nine days 
time at a Croft rallycross. He took the car 
from Boreham in the dead of night to his 
Iiford garage and prepared it in five days, 
ripping. all non-essentials out and hastily 
installing a 1650 cc pre cross-flow engine, 
hydraulic clutch ete. That started a two year
